The first table shows ratte of works eounci) elections confirmed 
between November 14 and 20, inclusive, It shows that the coalition parties 
improved their situation someviat in comparison with earlier elections in 
October and November. 


The secend table shows curmiletive results since October 2, and,-as in 
the previous table, shows the coalition parties gaining strength, somewhat 
at the expense of the Commnisi. and mon<party lists. The two latter groups, 
however, are still ahead of their proportionate strength at the end of the 
last series of elections ae of September 30. About 25% of the exected 
voters have now been included in plant elections. 


The third table shows a comparison of results of the 1949 and 1951 
elections in identical firms, This table covers $1,286 voters and 2,905 
works councilors out of the total. of 118,352 voters and 4,862 works councilors 
reported in the table above, {+ shows all parties losing somewhat, especially 
the Socialists, but the non-party lists gaining. {For comparison, without 
regard to identity of firms, seo the firat table attached to the memorandum 
of November 30.)
